In addiliun, the DOH report on numerous COVID-19 confirmed cases in the 
country and with cases of local transmission, immediate precautionary measures 
line necessary to contain and prf?vent the spread of the C-OVlD-l^. 

The following are the guidelines which shaU be strictly followed in the City of 
Gingoog: 

1. All Government officials, employees, barangay officiate, as well as the job 
order hirees are instructed to clean and disinfect th€tr o^ficeSr individual 
personai spaces, and all areas frequently used by the transacting public. 
Heads of offices are mandated to create a daily disinfection schedule for 
frequently touched surfaces inside their offices. Household cleaning agents 


can be used; 



2 All JocaJ employees are prohibited from receiving person^ visitors in theii 
offices. Only individuals who have transactions ivith the city gcfvemment 
are allowed inside the offices; 

3. AH offices should ensure that hand sanitizers or alcohol are readily 
available to the public before entering and leaving the offices. Everyone 
should practice regular hand'washing using soap and water. Everyone is 
also encouraged to wear face mask. 


4. Flag retreats in the local government are cancelled until the National 
Public Health Emergency is lifted or withdrawn. Flag raising ceremony 
will continue as scheduled. 


5. People who have experienced shortness of breath, fever,, cough, cold, and 
flu-like symptoms shall stay at home and have themselves checked by a 
doctor. For local government employees, they should bring a doctor's 
medical certificate that they are cleared to report back to lyork;

8. The public is encouraged to make follow-ups of their requests or concerns 
to local government offices via office telephone, mobile phones, or c-mail, 
if any. Offices should Inform their clients of their (rffioe's telephone 
numbers, mobile numbers or email address and ensure that clients are 

promptly attended to in this mode of follow-up;

9. All foreign travels of local govemmenit officialSf employees and barangay 
officials for leLwrc or vacation are hereby caticeled until the National 
Public Health Emergency is lifted or withdrawn. 

10, Lakbay Aral visits to Gingoog Qly or Ukbay Aral by local officials 
and employees and barangay officials to other places outside Region 10 are 
hereby postponed until the National Public Health Emergency is lifted or

n.The City Health Office is hereby directed to conduct misting disinfection 
in public places, government offices and schools; 

12. The Ofy health Office shall ensure that Sec. 8 RA 11332 per Prodamation 
No, 922 shall be strictly implewiented; 

13. All Earahg^ay^afftivate^ietr Baiangay^l^alflv 
Response Teams and the Barangay Rescue and Response Team (BRRT) to 
support the CHO and thf DOH in implementing RA 11332. 

14. SdioolfiirRrivati Organiaatisn^ busmess es t a bl i s hmfi nte^ and offices^ 
are strongly encouraged to postpone non-essential mass gatherings until 
after the National Public Health Emergenqf is lifted or withdrawn; 


15. Schools, banks, hoteb, resorts, restaurants, hospitals, places of worship, 
buses, jeepneys, multicabs, tricycles, motorela, trisikad(p»edicab), bos and 
van terminals, ports, civil courts, fitness gyms, recreational centers, funeral 
parlors, iniemei cafes, bars, coffee shop, public market and all other places
